New Polish Law 
Called ‘Divorce 
For The Asking’ 


London, Dec. 10 — (NC) — 
Further details reaching here on 
the new divorce decree of Poland's 
Provisional Goveinment indicate 
that under it divorce may be ob- 
tained automatically upon both 
parties requesting it. This decree, 
promulgated cespite protests by 
the Polish Bishops, remain# in 
force for the next three years. 
After 1948 divorce petitions will 
be heard by the courts. 


Described by Poland's Commun- 
ist press aos “divorce for the ask- 
ing, the decree makes no pro- 
vision for judicial separation. 
Children will be allowed to join 
either the father or the mother, 
but the decree loys down that a 
court may give the child into the 
custody of a third person should 
its welfare demand it, This 
would allow the children to be 
taken over by the States. 


The new decree, which comes 
into force on January |}, also lays 
down that divorce will be granted 
on the ground that one of the 
partners declares himself a Ger- 
moan. This applies only to Cen- 
tral Poland, however.

At House Hearing 


Says World’s No. 1 Aim 
‘Should Be Abolition 
Of Forced Training 


Washington, Dec. 10 —(NC)— 
“Compulsory military training has 
long been tried by the nations of 
Europe and always found to be 
wanting,” Edward T. McCaffrey, 
national commander of the Cath- 
olic War Veterans, testified before 
the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, considering peacetime mil- 
itary training legislation, here 
Friday. 

“Such a. program is not com- 
patible with the ideals and tra- 
ditions of the American home and 
the training there received by our 
youths.” 


Mr. McCaffrey said that. the 
United States should seek aboli- 
tion of compulsory peacetime mil- 
itary training the world over as 
the goal for all nations before 
considering adoption of a compul- 
sory training program here. ‘“Fail- 
ing in the attainment of that 
goal,” he added, “the CWV would 
favor peacetime’ training, if it 
were found to be the only alter- 
native, for the national defense 
or security of our country, and 
therefore a justified departure 
from American tradition.” 


The veterans’ commander sub- 
mitted to the committee a plan 
first offered by his organization 
in June 1945 to the Committee 
on Post War Military Training, 
calling for a 13-week program of 
training during two. successive 
years. Recommendations contain- 
ed in the plan include: ROTC or 
similar courses in all colleges and 
universities; a broader program of 
National Guard training; estab- 
lishment of additional schools pat- 
terned after West Point and An- 
napolis, and development of a 
larger volunteer Army and Navy, 
granting adequate advancement 
and opportunity to enlisted. per- 
sonnel. The plan further provides 
that “technical, skilled and craft 
training, as it pertains to the 
agenda, be directed by the author- 
ities in the accredited union of 
such craft or trade.” 


| Referring to a letter written by 
U. S. Navy Chaplain Lawrence L. 
Lacour, a Methodist minister, to 
the Des Moines Repister, later 
published in the Washington Star 
and the Congressional Record, in 
which Chaplain Lacour' charges

Benefits Of Minimum Wages 


And Social Security For Migrant 
Agricultural Labor Are Urged 


New York, Dec. 12.—(NC)—Inclusion of agricultural 
migrants in the legal guaranties of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act and the Social Security Act is urged in a joint state- 


ment issued here today by Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
leaders in the social welfare and rural life fields. 


Expressing concern over “the spiritual and material 


welfare of migratory workers en-O— 


gaged in commercial agriculture,” 
the twelve signatories review the 
conditions under which migrant 
workers, including those imported 
during the war from Mexico, Ja- 
maica and the Bahamas, live and 
work, and assert that they are “the 
most depressed labor group in the 
United States.” 

The Catholic signers of the state- 
ment are Msgr. Luigi G. Ligutti, 
executive secretary of the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference; 
Msgr. John O’Grady, secretary of 
the National Conference of Cath- 
olic Charities; the Rev. William J. 
Gibbons, S.J., associate editor of 
America, and the Rev. Charles 
Philipps, chairman of National 
Catholic Rural Life Activities for 
the Archdiocese of San Francisco. 

“There is a lack of decent hous- 
ing for most of the workers em- 
ployed in commercial agriculture.” 
the statement asserts. “In many 
areas there is still an absence of 
health and educational facilities. 
Farm groups tell us about high 
hourly and daily rates of pay here 
and there, but more important... 
is continuity of employment.” 

Speaking of the farm laborers 
imported from Mexico the state- 
ment says “those who have had 
first-hand contact with these im- 
ported laborers fear that their ex- 
perience in this country will pro- 
vide a serious obstacle toward the 
development of a genuine good- 
neighbor policy.” 


Reports Holy Sepulchre

Jerusalem, Dec. 10— (NC) —

Y drome times last summer wé 
made observations on as many 
articles appearing in Protestant 
magazines dealing with marriages 
between Catholics and Protestants. 

Now there comes to us a pamph- 
let issued by the “Commission on 
Marriage and the Home of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America,” entitled If I 
Marry a Roman Catholic.

To such may I say that if you 
fear losing your faith, you rightly 
place a high value on it. And faith 
is life’s greatest gift, because faith 
is a new kind of vision. You have 
the same eyes at night as you have 
in the day, but you cannot see at 
night because you lack the addi- 
tional light of the sun. What the 
sun does to the eyes, that faith 
does to your reason ... it enables 
you to see and value things, which 
otherwise would not be possible. 
Reason alone, for example, sees the 
pain and stops there with a “why”; 
faith sees through pain, under- 
stands it, and visions a crown. Be 
very careful therefore about losing 
your faith. Once it is gone you 
can never through your own power 
alone get it back, anymore than if 
you lost an eye could you restore 
yourself to vision. 


How To Cultivate, 
Recover Faith 


It must be remembered that 
faith is a virtue and a virtue means 


a habit. There are two kinds of 


: 


habits: acquired, such as playing 
the violin, and imfused. such as 
swimming, for a duck. Now faith 
is a supernatural habit infused in- 
to your soul at the moment of bap- 
tism. But like all habits it can 
grow by practise. If you woke up 
tomorrow morning and found you 
could play the violin perfectly, and 
then did not touch the violin for 
ten years, you would lose the facil- 
ity to play. In like manner, once 
the virtue of faith is infused into 
your soul, you must practice it in 
order to keep it.

Priest Is Leading Hero In Sergeant's 


Memories Of Japanese Imprisonment 


San Antonio, Dec. 10.—(NC)—After undergoing months 


of soul-wracking suffering 


and terror in the infamous Jap- 


anese prison camps at Cabanatuan and Bilibid in the Philip- 


pines, followed by two ship 


tribulation as a prisoner in the Japanese homeland, a Texas 
army sergeant remembers above all his experiences 


wrecks and more months of 


the hero- 


ism of a Catholic priest. 


Writing in the “San Antonio Ex- 
press,” Staff Sgt. Daniel Wilson 
Stanley of Lindale, Texas., now on 
convalescent leave from Brooke 
General Hospital, describes how he 
met the priest, whom he does not 
identify, on board a Jap prison 
ship where starved Americans were 
suffocating in an air tight hold. 

“This unforgettable character, & 
Catholic priest, was praying and 
working, getting the men up from 
down below—getting a little water 
for this one and that one, giving 
physical aid as well as spiritual. 

“Something had to be done and 
fast. Father stepped forward to 
see the Jap who was in charge. 
After several minutes of bickering 
and begging, another hatch was 
opened in the stern of the ship, but 
not before this Catholic priest was 
cuffed around, slapped and humil- 
iated. He came back with a smile 
on his face and hope in his heart; 
then he began leading the men and 
carrying the helpless to the other 
hatch.” : 

Sergeant Stanley ites with 
great admiration of the priest’s ef- 
forts to hearten the men who were 
adrift after the first shipwreck. 
“At daybreak we sighted the Cath- 
olic Father who was floating on 
some timbers about 25 yards away. 
He was not idle, but was encourag- 
ing the men with him and around 
him not to give up hope. ‘We owe 
it to our loved ones,’ he said, ‘to 
live! we must not give up hope; 
where there is a will there is @ 
way.’ ” 

In Japan the sergeant was placed 
in a camp with British, Duteh, In- 
dian and American prisoners, an 
he tells how the priest, who 
volunteered to become a barr 
leader when no other commissioned 
officer was available, continued his 
heroic ministrations.

The Real Question 


But that is all beside the real 
question. As a matter of fact, it is 
not a case of a strike between the 
White children and their parents 
against the Colored, but against the 
policy of the School City of Gary, 
whereby Colored children in the 
neighborhood of the Tolleston 
School are brought by bus fo the 
Froebel School, and whereby Coler- 
ed children are excluded from the 
Emerson School.

Near East Missions 


The Manichaeans held that there 
must be an eternal principle of evil 
just as there is an eternal principle 
of good. St. Augustine, who, for a 
long time, was a follower of this 
Manichaean doctrine, after his con- 
version, learned what the Christian 
religion teaches about grace, at 
once saw the consistency between 
God’s existence, His foreknowledge, 
His goodness, His omnipotence, and 
both physical and moral evils in 
this world.

Another Vet's View 


Writing in the November Exten- 
sion, one veteran “puts the cards 
on the table.” He really speaks out 
—we would say sensibly, manfully 
and bravely—to us priests at home. 
After disabusing psychologists, 
psychiatrists and welfare workers 
of their exaggerated worries about 
veteran misfits, this spokesman for 
vets simply says: 

. . .We can adjust ourselves to 
the ways of peace as readily as 
we adapted ourselves to war. 

Yes, we want people to be 
friendly to us. But there is one 
in particular for whom we will 
be watching. We want him to 
be our oasis in the desert of life, 
our anchorage when the winds of 
adversity blow upon us. That is 
our pastor. We learned that we 
had a friend and ally in our chap- 
lain. We expect the same when 
we return. 


We will be looking forward to 
his ferreting us out as our chap- 
lain did. We could expect him 
to drop into our dugout or bar- 
racks at any time and sit around 
for a bull session. We could go 
to him any time of the day or 
night and talk over our troubles, 
relax in his tent. We were never 
made to feel ill at ease as if in 
the presence of a superior of- 
ficer and he never conducted a 
business conference. He had no 
office hours and many were the, 
nights he spent listening to the 
imaginary troubles of a home- 
sick lad. Just to be able to talk 
it over with him relieved our 
anxiety. 

We now look forward to our 
pastor dropping by the corner 
drugstore to pass the time of 
day with us. We want him to 
drop into our homes in the eve- 
ning to spend a couple of hours 
with us. We need his leadership 
in getting organized into health- 
ful recreational pursuits, to foster 
clubs that will aid us to get back 
into the swing of civilian life as 
soon as possible. 


“Spoke Our Language” 


Our Chaplain spoke to us of 
sin and the remedies against it 
in language we understood. He 
talked straight from the shoul- 
der, carefully avoiding sermon- 
ettes couched in beautiful rhetor- 
ical oratory. We had no oppor- 
tunity of labelling his sermons 
“sounding brass and tinkling 
symbals.”

A priest whom Muncie, Indiana 
misses—many non-Catholics as well 
as Catholics—is Father Bob Fos- 
selman, now with the Army of Oc- 
cupation in Japan. He was for- 
merly assistant to Father Edgar 
Cyr, pastor of St. Mary’s, Muncie. 

These excerpts from notes which 
Father Bob jotted down enroute 
from the Philippines to Okinawa

and then to the Japanese mainland 
spotlight that “strictly human” 
side of Father Bob which made him 
so many friends in Muncie.

Life has been arduous. Look- 
ing for the needle in the hay- 
stack is nothing compared to 
looking for a ride to Japan. Con- 
fusion is the thing here; I spend 
every day going from one office to 
another hoping someone will be 
able to get me a ship or plane. 


Japan. 
After leaving. Manila, I flew to 
Okinawa, the large bloody island 
just laid waste by a typhoon, all 
tents down in the mud. There again, 
the old story of waiting. However, 
I met a Lt. from Milwaukee, and 
the two of us decided to sleep on 
the ground outside the office where 
the pilots check out. Fully dressed, 
we just lay on the good earth 
(nothing new to me now.) About 
five o'clock Joe yelled, “C’mon, 
Father, I have a ride, and before I 
was truly awake I was aboard and 
in the air. It finally dawned on me 
that it was Sunday, and since the 
pilot had no objection 1 said Mass 
about 9000 feet above ground. I 
don’t suppose that has been done so 
often. Three of the crew were 
Catholics and one went to Holy 
Communion.

I had a couple of bad minutes 
on the streetcar the other day. 
We passed through a_ tunnel— 
just the two of us on a car packed 
with Japanese—which lasted two 
or three minutes. Joe said, “This 
is a time when you have to be- 
lieve in SOMETHING.”

And Reasonable 


The position of the Catholic 
Church on mixed marriage, when 
properly understood, will be seen 
to be most consistent and reason- 
able. Some of the leading Protes- 
tant writers, including editors of 
non-denominational magazines, re- 
peatedly tell their readers, in effect, 
that one religion is as good as an- 
otner. On that principle it is cer- 
tainly not inconsistent for non- 
Catholics to rate the Catholic 
Church, the Mother Church, the

Since St. Louis is more 
than one-third Catholic, and the 
dissolution of Catholic marriages is 
very infrequent, those figures would 
indicate that there were as many 
divorces among married non-Cath- 
olics as there were marriage 
licenses issued, 


It is the Catholic party who 
would suffer a great injustice if he 
bound himself in conscience to a 
life-long bargain while his marriage 
partner did not.

Whiien the service teams first start- 
ed playing football in the German 
sector where he was stationed with 
his outfit, interest suffered and the 
games were hampered by a lack of 
experienced officials to handle 
them.

To sum it up, this 
story said that when one of the 
Jap statesmen signed the surrender 
documents on the battleship Mis- 
souri in Tokyo Bay, he did so with 
a gold fountain pen which had been 
given to Chevigny years ago by 
friends of his at the University 
of Texas, where Jack was then 
head football coach.

Catholics Seek To Form 
Third Party To Insure 
Protection Of Rights 


Prague, Dec. 10—(NC)—Catho- 
lics in Bohemia aud Moravia have 
won the first round in their fight 
against plans of the Prague gov- 
ernment which menaced the con- 
tinued existence of schools con- 
ducted by religious communities, 
but similar schoels in Slovakia 
have been placed under State con- 
trol and staffed by lay teachers. 

In order to understand these dif- 
ferences in the attitude toward the 
Church, it should be remembered 
that Slovakia, though part of the 
Czechoslovak Reoublic, has com- 
plete autonomy and is ruled by a 
Slovak National Council in which 
communists play a decisive role. 
Slovakia is not under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Prague minister of edu- 
cation, and his withdrawal of his 
plan for the secularization of re- 
ligious schools, following a verit- 
able storm of protest, has no effect 
in autonomous Slovakia. 


That the anti-religious attitude 
of Slovak rulers, carticularly with 
regard to the school question, has 
caused a profoundly anfavorable 
impression upon (Gzech Catholics— 
that is, those in Bohemia and Mor- 
avia under the jurisdiction of the 
Prague Government-—is shown by 
an article in a Catholic daily news- 
paper published in Olomouc, the 
cavital of Moravia 

Commenting on the statement 
made by a member of the Slovak 

utonomous government that the 
time has come ‘to cunsider the 
separation of Church and State in 
Slovak territory,” the writer in the 
Catholic daily observes: 


“While this is a mere personal 
opinion of a Slovak radica! it clear- 
ly demonstrates the attitude to- 
ward the churches on the part of 
the present Slovak rulers of auto- 
nomous Slovakia, who are mostly 
communists. 

“While

to on the basis of their estimated

New York, Dec 9 — (NC) — 
“Rroken homes and warped lives 
are nothing new in history,” the 
Rev. Robert I. Gannon, 8.J., presi- 
dent of Fordham University, de- 
clared this evening on the Catho- 
lic Hour radio program, produced 
by the National Council of Catholic 
Men and carried by the National 
Broadcasting Company 

“They always exist in abundance 
when public opinion is easy on di- 
yorce—in other words, when so0- 


ciety forgets the primary end of 
marriage and its own end; when 
man gets used to a pagan atmo- 
sphere where libido is the first fact 
and God is the iast.” 

The current situation in this na- 
tion, Father Gannon said, is alarm- 
ing enough for any moralist, “but 
it would be a wild exaggeration to 
claim that post-war London or 
New York, could De compared with 
the classic cesspovls of antiquity.” 

Father Gannon emphasized that 
when the world of Christ’s genera- 
tion is pictured, it can be peopled 
with modern pagans whose back- 
ground and ancestry for 2,000 
years have been at least Christian 
and for 1,500 years Catholic. 


“So with our neo-pagans of to- 
day,’ Father Gannon continued, 
“smug and smart and superior. 
They have grown up in a civiliza- 
tion where practically all the fac- 
tors that make for true happiness 
are Christian. The best elements 
of our laws, our iiberties and our 
customs have been influenced pro- 
foundly by Christ. and this influ- 
ence outlives the apostacy of in- 
dividuals, or even of nations.” 


“Home,” Father Gannon empha- 
sized, is “the children’s whole 
world,” for there the young ones 
are taught the primary virtues by 
devoted parents.

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Learning 
By Doing 


The old adage of “learning by 
doing” is carried out in many ways 
in Scouting. The inexperienced 
boy or girl is taught to tie knots 
by tying them, to cook by cooking, 
to build a fire by building one, to 
bandage by practising on fellow 
Scouts. Practice develops speed 


and dexterity in the application of 
theory, but, above all, it adds con- 
fidence in one’s ability to choose 
and apply a remedy. Mistakes 
made in practice do no harm, and 
when a true emergency comes, 
which calls for speedy and effec- 
tive work, fear of error and lack 
of practice will not ruin an other- 
wise sincere effort. 


This same system of education 
by doing can be used in the spirit- 
wal training of Catholic Scouts. 
Take the matter of spiritual first 
aid. The theory is of little value 
unless it can be put effectively 
into action. Some situations will 
arise normally within a _ troop
